Arthur "Woods, was set up to take 
care of the difficulties arising out of 
•unemployment.

a, senate committee that his principal 
activity is to create a machinery for 
getting employment for those out of 
jobs and. that the relief work being 
done is in the nature of coordinating 
local units.

We traced the matter and it was ad- 
mitted by all concerned that the tele- 
gram had been a hoax and we made 
careful denial in all newspapers by 
statement issued on Aug. 21, 1930. 
Of course, a denial never catches up 
with an original statement. It did 
not in this instance or else it was 
deliberately disregarded. 


"Since, on the face of the testi- 


mony, this cartoon was distributed 
in these various states to the ex- 
tent of 800,000 copies, I think that 
an apology and reparation is due me 
from the Republican national com- 
mittee which permitted its director 
to do this and that I am entitled to 
have 800,000 copies of a statement 
showing that I was falsely quoted, 
distributed just as widely as the or- 
iginal cartoon was and to the same 
organizations.

Durfain of the 
association's clinic

It also reveals that 785 cases of 


heart disease were discovered by 
the physicians. 


Active cases of tuberculosis dis- 


covered totaled 246; 681 were healed 
lesion cases, showing that the pa- 
tients had had tuberculosis at some 
time but that the disease was now 
apparently arrested: 729 were sus- 
picious, having symptoms or clinic 
findings, pointing toward tubercu- 
losis; 123 were presumptive, show- 
ing signs and symptoms of tubercu- 
losis but with no po'sitive sputum- 
having been found- up to the time 
of examination, and 187 were quies-

That Legislature Revise 
Statutes 


Madison — OP) — The state legisla- 


ture Tvas informally asked- by the 
state supreme court today to revise 
the statutes pertaining to the defini- 
tion of a dangerous -weapon.

through an opinion -written by Jus- 
tice kelson. In the case at hand the 
contention "was raised that an unload- 
ed sun 5s not a dangerous -weapon. 
The state's attorney contended that 
an unloaded sun \vas dangerous "be- 
cause it might be used as a bludg- 
eon.In an opinion in 190S the supreme 
court held that an unloaded revolver 
is not a dangerous -weapon. The fact, 
Justice Kelson -wrote, "that succeed- 
ing legislatures have not seen fit to 
change the statute as so construed. 
leads us to the conclusion that the 
doctrine o£ the - - . case and subse- 
quent cases must be considered the 
settled "a-w of this state until chang- 
ed by the legislature."

Nothing could be more remote from 


the purpose of the Democratic-Pro- 
gressive coalition in the senate than to 
make of Mr. Hoover a popular president 
or insure him a secure place in history 
as among the great, but if this coalition 
continues to select meritless controver- 
sies upon which to stage battles with 


~ the White House it is at least throwing 


to the winds the fine handicap received 
at the last election. 


Most people will 
readily see the 


- sharp distinction between the conser- 


vation of the public interest in water 
power and the present outburst. The 
former is of great importance and be- 
comes the more so as one tries to ex- 
plore the future as well as he can by 
the standards of the past, for the reali- 
zation is presented that this power be- 
longs to the people and will become 
increasingly valuable with the passing 
of time. In all political parties this, 
public interest has strong friends al- 
though there is a wide diversity of opm- 
^ion as how best to protect such inter- 
est and insure its delivery into the 
hands of the people in the form of 
electric current at as- low a price as is 
reasonably possible. But jthat is not 
the controversy with the President, 
not by any means, though the coalition 
tries to make it so appear. 


,The senate having approved the ap- 


pointees to the power commission, af- 
ter taking about six months to investi- 
gate them carefully, attempted to en- 
list the aid of Mr. Hoover to recall 


•- their appointment when it was clearly 


"~ too late aifd merely because the com- 


mission had discharged three quarrel- * 
ing and bickering subordinates, and 
this in the. face of the opinion of the 
attorney general that it was wholly 
]wltho~ut any further power or authority 
in. the matter. 


It may be questionable whether the 


language Mr. Hoover used was not 
needlessly irritating' to the^enate and 
particularly to a senate that is so need- 
lessly touchy. But the President's 
' language at least has the appearance 


of sincerity and a senate that has 
treated the President to so many mud 
baths has little cause for complaint. 
'Another in Mr. Hoover's position 
might have been willing to return the 
"senate's 
request 
with 
the 
mere 


opinion 
of the 
attorney 
general 


concerning its impropriety but it 
is clear that the President has 
'determined that no one command- 
ing the ear of the country is going to 
be permitted to mislead the people into 
believing, that.he is concerned with 
protecting the "power interests" with- 
out some plain language from the 
^Vhite House. 


After showing the true nature of the 


controversy, ,the President says the 
senate's action was in the "hope of 
symbolizing me as the 
defender of 


power interests if I refused to sacrifice 
three outstanding public servants, or 
allow the senate to dictate to an ad- 
ministrative board the appointment of 
its subordinates." 


Upon the receipt of this stunning 


blow from the White House fur began 
to fiy in the senate. Men raised their 
joices in strident tones, angrily walked 
up and down aisles, ran lingers nerv- 
ously through shaggy locks, eyes 
blazed, complexions reddened, some 
purpled, and sharp language poured 
forth. But it is Lard to -escape the 
conclusion that this condition was 
brought about because the President 
so aptly and so forcibly showed the 
country the truth about the situation 
^nd that he as accurately suggested 
the motive behind the senate's con- 
duct. 


That rare o3d statesman, John 


"Adams, away back -when the consti- 
tution vras about to be adopted fore- 
saw the struggle and jealousy tor pow- 
er in giving the senate the right to ap- 
prove presidential nominees. But no 
one 35 statesman e»io«gh to find a way 
out simply, because go\ernments can- 
not be made perfect. The senate niust 
be the curb upon the President at 


times just as the president is now the 
curb upon a senate running amuck. 


Though it is several centuries since 


Don Quixote staged his bloodless bat- 
tles with Spanish windmills to the de- 
light of the populace, it may be re- 
membered that at that time Spain had 
no senate. 


THE BUSINESS OF FORE- 


CASTING 


Business forecasters have taken to 


the tall cedars. Now and then is heard 
the faint sound of one of the profes- 
sion gnashing his teeth in the wilder- 
ness, but the sound is soon lost in the 
whistling wind of skepticism rushing 
through the tangled forest, and rever- 
berating from the dark depths of the 
valleys of gloom to the brightly illum- 
inated~hilltops of optimism. 
' The country was full of forecasters 
at 
the beginning of the year 1930. 


Prognostications Avere as plentiful as 
automobiles on the highways or in 
dealers' hands, or as the bounteous 
harvests of grain in farmers' granaries. 
Mostly they said business and industry 
were merely pausing to catch their 
breath, or to "take time out" for a new 
start. 
As the events of 1930 over- 


whelmed and flabbergasted these di- 
agnosticians of the national health, the 
beginning of 1931 finds them hoofing . 
the backwoods' trails. 


A Wall Street banker has taken the 


pains to analyze the guesses of thirty- 
representative forecasters of 1930. "It 
was found that sixteen of them were 
wholly wrong, four were 50 per cent 
accurate, eight were non-committal so 
far as the outlook was concerned, and 
two were right in their plain intimation 
that business would slope downward 
during the ensuing twelve months." 
As Will Rogers says, "If we could 
have eaten and digested optimistic 
predictions during 1930 we would have 
been the fattest nation on earth." 


Business men and bankers are chary 


of their opinion for the coming year. 
Their reticence is probably not so 
much due to a, lack of confidence, as 
it is to a feeling that the country is 
tired of prophecies. 


The business of forecasting is valu- 


uable however, and can be of use to 
business men, but it cannot yet be con- 
sidered as.having a good solid, scien- 
tific basis for .."Oft expectation fails, 


" arid most oft there where it most prom- 
ises." 


WHERE MORE LIGHT IS 


NEEDED 


Alfred P. Sloan, president of General 


Motors, -recently made a .remark in a 
radio address that comes as a welcome 
relief after the gush that so many 
would-be business oracles have been 
favoring us with in recent months. 


Speaking of the business depression, 


Mr. Sloan said: 


."No one has as yet been able to ex- 


plain, to the satisfaction of all, what 
has caused the conditions which exist. 
It is-to be hoped, however, that 
through evolution anfd- a better knowl- 
edge of the facts we shall be able, in 
'the future, to determine the underly- 
ing causes of what we call the business 
cycle. With the'real causes established 
it is reasonable to suppose that indus- 
try, cooperating with government, can 
devise ways and means ... to reduce 
Its severity." 


It is a wholesome thing to find a big 


Industrialist stating bluntly that we 
cannot really remedy matters'until we 
give the whole problem more honest 
study than we have yet given it.

GEORGE FOX'S DEATH 


On Jan. 13, 1691, George Fox, founder of the 


Society of ,Fnends, or Quakers, died in London- 


He started out in life as a shoemaker, but 


when-convinced,that he was the subject of a 
special drvine call, he adopted the career of an 
itinerant religious reformer. 


Fox first attracted attention as a youth of 25 


when he arose during a sermon in a prominent 
Nottingham, church and rebuked the preacher 
for declaring the authorship of the Scriptures to 
be the source of divine truth. "It is not^the 
Scriptures," cried out Fox, "it Is the Spirit of 
God " For this he was imprisoned. He was sub- 
sequently jailed several times as a disturber of 
the peace.

MORE WOMEN" IN MEDICINE 
From a young woman taking "the 


pre-medical course in the University 
of Idaho conies a questionnaire con- 
cerning the outlook for medical wo- 
men. There are- five questions, two 
of which specifically refer to 
the 


"prejudice" against the gentle sex in 
the profession. 
: ~ 


I had a bit of that prejudice my- 


self twenty or thirty years ago, Can- 
didly I believe now that my preju- 
dice was largely mere-jealousy of the 
ability of some of the medical wo- 
men who happened to beat me to it. 
I do not pretend to speak for my sex 
in the profession, but I believe that 
there is today virtually no prejudice 
against., medical women, not even 
among the laity. 


The third question is particularly 


"pertinent. It asks whether it is easi- 
er-for the %oung medical man to obr 
tain appointment as interne M a hos~- 
pital than it is for the young medi; 
cal woman of equal training. Maybe 
it is, but if so, then the women's 
clubs and other organizations in this 
country are not functioning very 
well. Aren't women a majority among 
hospital patients, and should they 
not have the privilege of attendance 
by physicians of their own, sex 
if 


they desire it? I believe every hos- 
pital should have as many women in- 
ternes as men, and as many women 
staff members as men, If the hospital 
is for the public at large without dis- 
crimination as to sex or previous 
condition of servitude. 


The fourth, question In the Idalio 


questionnaire I don't like. It smacks 
of the only drawback, as I see it, 
about the status of medical women. 
It Is as follows: Does the young wo- 
man physician have any opportunity 
of becoming allied with a physician 
of some merit and in that way of 
building TIP an independent practice 
of her own? 


My answer to that Is, I hope not. 


Perhaps back In the days of Dr. 
Mary Walker, who wore pants, that 
might have "been the easiest way for 
a young medical woman to break in. 
Today we want a different type of 
woman, in the profession. "We want 
the woman "who hag brains, charac- 
ter and courage. She must have cour- 
age. She must have courage, else she 
Is defeated before she "begins. Let her 
take her degree and procure her li- 
cense and complete her internship 
and then hang out her shingle and 
carry on under her own power. 
If 


she Is going1 to truckle to some "big 
boy, play office girl to a loud noise, 
why, we don't care much about her 
future. It isn't likely'to be of any 
consequence. The young woman who 
enters medicine -with any such in- 
hibition as that is getting off to a 
bum start. This Is 1931. Women ara 
people now. 


The opportunities for the medical 


woman of independent spirit and 
good training- were never before so 
good as they are today. 
In. every 


field, in almost every specialty, the 
medical woman is on an even footing 
•with her medical brothers. 
She 


should regard them as they regard 
her, as colleagues and equals, 
Let 


her 3mow her stuff and stand on her 
own feet and play the game. Let her 
treat every patient as she would her 
own mother or sister or son, and she 
can attain as great distinction as 
was ever vouchsafed to any man.

• Madison —(fP)— 
On the basis of 


experiments conducted recently, the 
University of Wisconsin college of 
agriculture today warned poullrymen 
to purchase only carbon arc lamps 
of proved efficiency, for the preven- 
tion of rickets in poultry. 


The experiments 
revealed 
that 


there is a wide difference in effi- 
ciency between certain carbon arc 
lights now on tho market as com- 
pared with the quartz mercury lamp 
The sttldies were made by J. A. 
Keenan, H. T. Scott and E. B. Hart 
of the department of agricultural 
chemistry and C. E. Holmes and J. 
G. Halpin of .the poultry depart- 
ment. 


"Apparently some of the carbon 


arc lamps recommended as a source 
of ultra-violet have not been stand- 
ardized for the prevention of rick- 
ets," the experimenters said. 
"It 


needs to be 
emphasized that the 


identity of the ultra-violet light is 
dependent on the composition of'the 
carbons used as well as upon the 
strength of the current." 


The best carbon arcs used in the 


experiments issued emanations less 
intense than from most quartz" mer- 


cury lamps, the college announced. 
Using a basal rachltlc ration with 
poultry, the ash content of tho tibia 
bones varied ns follows: basal ration, 
35 per cent: carbon arc. 4".l: quartz 
mercury, 45.3; cod liver oil (two per 
cent of the ration) 4S.3. 


"Hence, It Is seen that in this

The Red Cross does not get any

Those familiar with "relief 
work' have always felt that there is 
much more likely to be efficient dis- 
tribution of funds by private agen- 
cies which have raised their money 
by public appeals than by govern- 
mental units spending appropriations 
and subject to political pressure.

There are • evidences that 
some 


members of congress from industrial 
regions -are not going to' sit by if 
any more funds are appropriated for 
agricultural states unless similar ap- 
propriations are made to lend money 
to the millions who are affected by 
the business depressici in the cities. 


As pointed out in these dispatches 


a fortnight ago, the problem comes 
back to the Red Cross, which has 
the moral support of the 
govern- 


ment, and now an appeal for ten 
million dollars is going to be made 
nationally in the hope of relieving 
the situation in the drought area. 
The cooperation between, the Red 
Cross and the local committees cre- 
ated by the department of agricul- 
ture or the administration of crop 
relief is expected to prevent a recur- 
rence of the trouble in Arkansas.

p r o v e s New Methods 
Brought Out by College 


Madison —UP)— Modernization of 


educational methods at the "Univer- 
sity of "R'is'consin as exemplified by 
the experimental college and recent 
changes in cui-riculum has the ap- 
proval of the legislative interim com- 
mittee on education. 


In the fourth report on proposed 


recommendations to the 1931 legislat- 
ure, the committee today said that 
abolition of the board of regents -was 
the only outstanding 
change 
the 


committee could suggest for improve- 
ment of the state university at this 
time. 


Under the committee's 
proposed 


"Central State Board of "Education," 
the administrative duties of not only 
tlte university regents, but also those 
of sjjme 30 other educational boards 
and commissions in "Wisconsin -would 
be controlled by the central board. 
While admitting that no other chang- 
es Tvoulcl be suggested, the board 
pointed out that lack of funds had 
made extensive investigation possi- 
ble. 


"However," the committee 
said, 


"many important problems such, as 
the over-emphasis of varsity athlet- 
ics, building corporations, agricul- 
tural college, extension work, outside 
gifts, salaries, 
teaching loans, 're- 


search -work, quality of freshmen in- 
struction, etc., were not even consid- 
ered. These are important questions 
and undoubtedly a careful and com- 
prehensive survey by an external 
group of experts would produce con- 
structive lesults alike to the univer- 
sity and to the taxpayer."' 


The committee's reference to "out- 


side gifts" recalls the long- struggle 
between Progressives and Conserva- 
tives over the policy of accepting- 
gifts or subsidies from, private and 
cooperate 
interests for, research 


work. Recently the board of regents 
changed its policy to condone the ac- 
ceptance of gifts but this action is 
likely to have repercussions in the 
state legislature this year. Progres- 
•3U e Republicans have Ions opposed 
the acceptance of money from pn- 
\ate and corporate sources because 
of the danger of its having "strings 
attached." 


Establishment cf the Experimental 


college and ie-»ision of tlio curiicul- 
um came under Pres. Glenn Fran'

regim-e and were cred.ted bj the lc-- 
islative committee with sotting ia 
motion "'.a radical departure tro.-i 
orthodox methods-" 


"Worth Cost" 


The Experimental college, 
the 


committee reported, "has been Viell 
worth the cost and effort." After a 
two-year course in the college the 
student enters the university proper 
as a junior. They have no difficul- 
ty in adjusting- themselves, the com- 
mittee said. Tlie changes in curri- 
culum of the college of letters and 
science "are a positive 
.effort to 


modernize the educational processes 
of the entire university," the com- 
mittee said. 


"The basic thought back of the 


plan is to judge a student, not -by- 
the number of courses he has com- ^ 
pleted and the credits obtained, but 
by his actual mental attainments," 
the committee said. "The 
tedious 


bookkeeping of credits -will be done 
away -with. What a man knows and 
what he can do with his mind will 
be the test under the new plan."' 


The changes brought about in the 


advisory system at the university 
also found favor with the commit- 
tee. Worthwhile vocational guidance 
is given, the committee 
said, and 


"parents can be 
assured that the 


university officials are now taking- 
a vital interest 
in every 
student 


reaching the campus." By giving 
the school of education, a separate 
professional standing on the camp- 
us* education 
has been put on a 


higher plane, the committee said in 
conclusion. 
"Greater vision, research,' leader- 


ship cannot help but come from this 
new school of education."'

Miss Velma Colter, 19-year-old teach- 
er, last Dec. 16. 
Gunn, 
seized 
from 
a sheriff's 


party marching him to court for a 
preliminary hearing, was burned to 
death chained to the roof 
of the 


school in which Miss Colter was vio- 
lated and slam. He walked, unre- 
sisting, to the scene of his funeral 
pyre. The mob was not hindered. 


A crowd estimated at 2,500 men 


and women, some with children sur- 
rounded the school as the Negro's 
captors marched him there, bared 
to the waist and in his stocking feet. 
He climbed to the roof, unaided and 
was chained to the ridgepole. Gaso- 
line soaked shingles swept up the 
flames when a torch was applied. 
He died without a plea. 


Leaders of the mob said Gunn con- 


fessed he killed the teacher and im- 
plicated Paul "Slnbe" Smith, anoth- 
er Maryville Negro, in the attack.

The mob leaders, 
acting in

away from the officers and marched 
off without resort to gun play. One 
deputy was Imocked down. 


TJie action was the second at- 


tempt of a mob to get Gunn. A large 
party which sought to remove him 
from the St. Joseph, Mo., jail soon 
after his arrest on circumstantial 
evidence, was repulsed. 


The lynching was the sixth in ills- 


souri in, the last decade. All vie- 
thus were Negroes.
